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The New Board of School Controllers,
Borut branohes of the Legislature have passed,
and the Governor has signed, a hill, taking
from the School Directors of Philadelphia the
powor to elect the School Controllers, and
vesting it inthe Counrts. The completion of the
various praliminariess necossary before the bill
could go intoreffoct will be hailed with gratifi-
cation by our citizens, The old system of
election had become thoroughly incompetent,
not to say corrupt. The constitution of the
gactional Boards was always anch as to make
them always stand nine of one party to three
of the other® The choice by such a bhody was
always a partisan one. The candidate had no
examination into his qualifications further
than an inspection of the ticket he had
voted for the past few years. And when no
requisite but party enthuginsm was necessary,
it is not surprising that the office waus given to
the smallest order of politicians, Wa fesl no
surprise that it frequently happened that the
ignorant had a majority of the Board, but we
are rather astounded that there was
gelected a snitable gentloman, The determi-
nation to make an effort to effect a change first
became apparent about a year ago, at which
time we sapoke earnestly in favor of the
reform, The agitation has since been kept up,
and it js with surprise that we see that the
measure has been adopted so speedily.

Weo felt well assured that it would ulti-
mately come, but that, within a single sesaion,
it should be adopted, is canse for hope of an
improvement in oor Legislature. Mr. James
N. Marks was the author of the bill, and de-
sorves groat credit for the stops he has taken
to hasten its passage. Wae feul confident that,
under the new rfgime, we will see a marked
improvement in the control of our common
gchools, The office of Controller will ceasn to
be & small reward for party services, and
beocome one of the most honorable positions in
our municipality. It will soon be held to be
the highest compliment which conld be paid
to a man, that ,the courts should deem him
qualified to superintend the education of a
hondred thousand children, and select him
out of all his fallows to have a voice in the
management of the curricnlum of studies. As
in Boston, so will the position become here—a
post to be sought for by all as an homnor, and
given only to the best. We hope that the
first staps of the new Board will be to eschew
all political influences, and the choice of
teachers be influenced only by merit and not
by partisan feeling.

W hat Constitutes Russian America,
Wauen the treaty between Russia and the
United Btates in regard to the purchase of
Russian America was made public, every
public man and newspaper looked and talked
wisely, but were careful not to be too com-
mittal, for, with the exception of Mr. Seward,
nobody had heard of Russian America further
than by name, and we doubt*if the Secretary
of State knows anything about it himself,
The Nation, howeyer, has been going into the
subject, and gives us the following sucecinet

Russian Ameriea Is inhublited by fifty thou-
sand fishing, Lrapping, fur-bearing Esgquimaax,
aud pine or ten thousand Russians, Hassian
Americans, nnd people whom the guzeltecrs
cull Aleoots sud Kodinks, They import i good
part ol thelr provisions, and export & yearly
diminishing quantily of fars. The country Is
a lioren wilderness, better known to Areile
explorers and whalers than 1o most owher men,
s probubly of no possible value toauny men
but them, thosemi-civilized tribes that support
existence there, and the Husslan setilers who
trude with them, The terrilory 18 larger than
elght States ilke New¥ork wounld be, its srea
belug 494 000 square miles, What we want of 1§,
unless Lo tnke a solitnde and eall it Sewyrd, by
ercotivg It Into a Territory, we do not know,
but wecan buy the privilege of fiying the stars
and atripes over a colony, and o worthloss
colony, by paying seven millious of dellars for
it, This we suppose Congress will not do,
There 8 no good renson for dolng It,
and sovearnl good FEAROTS for nol
doing It. We do net want far-distant, detached
celonles, nor lee and snow werritories, nor
Esquimaux 1ellow-cltizens, nor Mount Saint
Enlas, and there I8 nothing olse 1 be had Irom
